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This is a decision on the petition filed on 4 June, 2007, under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(a). 

The Office regrets the delay in addressing this matter, however, the petition was provided to the 
attorneys in the Office of Petitions only at this writing. 



For the reasons set forth below, the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) is GRANTED . 



BACKGROUND 

The record indicates: 

the instant application was filed on 23 February, 2004, without, inter alia, a fully 
executed oath/declaration; 

• and the Office did not mail a Notice of Missing Parts indicating, inter alia, that a fully 
executed oath/declaration (signed and dated) was required; 

the lack of a mailing was attributable to the fact that contemporaneously with the filing of 
the application on 23 February, 2004, Petitioner Steven M. Santisi (Reg. No. 40,157) 
filed, inter alia, the original petition, an oath/declaration signed by Messrs. Walker, 
Jorasch, Gelman, Tedesco and Santisi for themselves and on behalf of non-signing co- 
inventor Victor M Garcia (Mr. Garcia), and Petitioner averred that Mr. Garcia had refused 
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to join in the signing of the oath/declaration, however, Petitioner failed to make any 
showing by Petitioner satisfying the statutory and regulatory requirement that the entire 
application (description, claims, abstract and drawings) be provided to the non-signing 
inventor Mr. Garcia, and there was no copy of a transmittal letter evidencing such an 
event or of the evidence of a diligent effort to ascertain a current/reasonably believed to 
be last known mailing address, and the petition was dismissed on 2 March, 2007; 

the instant petition with request and fee for extension of time seeks to overcome these 
deficiencies with a showing by Petitioner satisfying the statutory and regulatory 
requirement that the entire application (description, claims, abstract and drawings) be 
provided to the non-signing inventor Mr. Garcia, with a copy of a transmittal letter 
evidencing such an event and of the evidence of a diligent effort to ascertain a 
current/reasonably believed to be last known mailing address. 

Out of an abundance of caution, Petitioners always are reminded that those registered to practice 
and all others who make representations before the Office are to inquire into the underlying facts 
of representations made to the Office and support averments with the appropriate 
documentation-since all owe to the Office the continuing duty to disclose. 1
